tion of fact,” the decision of the 
commission shall be final and con­ 
clusive.

court review is not taken away, the j 
opportunity for a court to look into i 
case to see whether a citizen's j 
constitutional 
rights 
have 
been 
forfeited might seem to be lim ited, j 
In other words, the reviewing court, j 
if it had to accept the findings of 1 
fact by a commission or executive 
department, would never be able to 
tell whether constitutional 
rights 
have been lost. F o r the so-called 
“ findings” amount usually to 
an 
Interpretation of the evidence, and 
hence a review ing court would get 
a colored view of that evidence if 
the executive agency happened to 
be politically minded or prejudiced 
w ith the view point of a 
particular 
class in the economic «struggles of 
today. 
H ow then can a citizen be assu r­ 
ed of court re vie w ? Congress has 
shown an inclination to write into 
the law itself some lim itation on 
the right of appeal. 
The supreme 
court of the U nited States alone, 
however, 
can 
determ ine 
what 
is 
the supreme law of the land. This 
was a power vested in ttie supreme 
court by the 
constitution 
itself. 
Hence, it becomes im portant to see 
w hether congress can 
limit

right of court review . Chief Ju stice 
Hughes, speaking for the

The securities and exchange act 
of 1934 contained a duplication of 
the same provision. 
The national labor relations 
act, 
after prescribing methods of filing 
petitions in U. S. circu it courts for 
enforcem ent of the board’s

says: 
"Th e findings of the board as to 
the facts, if supported by evidence, 
shall be conclusive." 
The public u tility act of 1935 and 
the G uffey coal act contain identi­ 
cal provisions stating that the fin d ­ 
ings of the commission which en­ 
forces each act "shall be conclus­ 
ive.’’
